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EXPLANATION OF THE CATHOLIC SOCIETY FOR 
BEFRIENDING GIRLS. 


(L’Association Catholique Internationale des Oeuvres pour 
la Protection de la Jeune Fille.) 


The Catholic International Association was founded in 
1896 at Fribourg, Switzerland, by M. Leon Genoud and Mme. 
de Reynold. 

A year later, as the promoters of the Society had already 
seen the necessity of extending its work, a general meeting 
was held. Invitations to the meeting were sent to the repre- 
sentative Catholics of the principal countries of Europe, who in 
return sent delegates to attend the meeting. 

The result was the foundation of the International Asso- 
ciation for the Protection of Girls. 

From Fribourg the Association has spread over the world, 
and is now established in thirty-five different countries, twelve 
of which have national branches. These branches govern them- 
selves, yet remain closely united to the Fribourg federation. 

The Association has over 12,000 members, and 2,500 affil- 
iated institutions; is essentially Catholic, and must remain so. 
Being international, its sphere is a wide one, and it wishes, as 
always, to maintain its chartcter of an autonomous organiza- 
tion. 

Established in San Francisco during the winter of 1913-14, 
with the permission of His Grace the late Archbishop Riordan, 
it willingly lends its services to all good works. 

~The Home at 2344 Divisadero street is non-sectarian, and 
is largely supported by the Directors and contributors. 

There a girl can procure board and lodging for 50 cents a 
day. This price is as moderate as circumstances permit, and 
what reserve fund there may be is used for providing for des- 
titute women who require assistance. 

Women in better circumstances can help the Home by 
becoming members of the Association, and, in contributing a 
small sum annually, help the less fortunate. 

The Papal colors, yellow and white, have been adopted as 
the badge of the Association, and all notices are printed on a 
white paper with a transverse yellow band. 

The quarterly meetings held by the Directors are pre- 
sided over by His Grace Archibishop Hanna. 

The Executive Board meets the first Monday of each 
month. 


-PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


It is now three years since the Catholic Society for 
Befriending Girls was established in San Francisco, and this 
Society is most grateful to the Directors and subscribers, who 
are always ready to assist in caring for the girls of the Home; 
and to the Auxiliary who, through their efforts each year, raise 
funds to pay the rent of the Home. 


This year we are indebted to Mr. Wm. L. Greenbaum, who 
generously aided us in obtaining part of the proceeds of the 
Yvette Guilbert Concert of January 30th. 


We are commencing the new year without debt, and will 
have the Directors’ dues, amounting to $1,250.00, to support the 
Home for the coming year. | 


As the girls apply, their first need is shelter; often clothing 
must be provided, and then employment. As an example, we 
will take the month of July, 1916: Twenty-six girls came to the 
Home, and of that number fifteen were stranded. We pro- 
cured employment for twenty-two. If positions are not satis- 
factory to both employer and employee, the girl is always 
welcome to return to the Home, and another place is found. At 
the monthly meetings of the Executive Board a list of the girls 
and their needs is read out; the ladies then take up the cases, 
and in this way obtain a clearance. 


Hallowe’en, Thanksgiving, Christmas, and New Years 
were all party nights, the girls inviting their friends to spend 
the evening and remain for supper. They have also received 
tickets for outside entertainments through the kindness of 
friends of the Home. On Tuesday evening a very successful 
sewing class is conducted by Miss Lendl. No girl in San. 
Francisco should consider herself homeless; she has but to 
apply, and her needs become at once the care and interest of 
the Board. 


The Home has but two real rules: First, a girl cannot 
remain out at night, and secondly, she cannot associate with 
undesirable company. She is given every chance to improve, 
and whatever decision her case requires, rests with the Execu- 
tive Board and not any one person. 


The Society realizes the Home is not all it should be as to 
surroundings; (the old-fashioned house does not lend itself to 
practical housing), and hopes as the work enlarges it may find 
it possible to procure better quarters. The Home gratefully 


acknowledges the gifts and many kindnesses of its friends 
during the past year, appreciating the interest shown in its 
undertakings.
